The city of Los Angeles has two 
sewer problems before it for solu- 
tion. he first is to adopt and to 
‘finance a program for emergency 
measures that will permit the city 
‘to obey the injunction issued by 
Superior Judge Wood prohibiting 
the city after May 29 from dump- 
ing raw sewage into Ballona 
Creek-. To take care of this emer- 
gency for one year, City Engineer 
Griffin has proposed spending 
$102,000 for the building in the 
southwest part of the city of a 
8.000,000-galion sewage reservoir 
to hold the excess flow in the main 
outfall, now amounting to 1,300,000 
gallons each twenty-four hours, 
the contents of the tank to be 
turned into the eutfall between 
midnight and 6 a.m., when there 
is room in the pipe to carry the 
waste to the sea. 


URGES TEMPORARY PLANT 
He also urges the expenditure 
of $150,000 for a temporary treat- 
ment plant of 6,000,000 gallons’ 
capacity at Moynier Lane on Bal- 
iona Creek, into which the sewage 
from the southwestern part of the 
city would be turned, and from 
which would come, after treatment. 
a clarified effluen that could be 
turned into Ballona Creek, with- 
out objection from the courts, the 
State Board of Heaith and the 
‘cities of Venice and Culver City. 
A permanent activated sludge 
treatment plant and connecting 
sewers at the creek would cost 
about $700,000, the City Engineer 
estimates.

The Los Angeles County Farm 
Bureau and a number of engineers 
believe, on the other hand, that the 
city must ultimately come to sew- 
age treatment, and that, therefore, 
to build a new outfall sewer would 
be a waste of money and a waste 
of sewage water, which, the Farm 
Bureau has declared, is required 
as fertilizer on adjacent agricul- 
tural lands. 

These two conflicting points of 
view will be presented at tomor- 
dow's conference. Mayor Cryer is 
inclined to believe that in the face 
of the overwhelming defeat of the 
$12,225,000 sewer bonds last June, 
that another bond tesue of $132.- 
860,000, the amount now proposed 
for the new sewer, would stand 
every chance of being eated, 
and that possibly a more fractica! 
solution would be a bond issue of 
$1,000,000 for a treatment plant at 
Pallona Creek for handling the 
present excees flow during the next 
year, and for the adoption of other 
methods of increasing the capacity 
of the present outfall, and then 
during the next year, the founda- 
tion would be established on which 
to build additional peBmanent im- 
provements, either a new outfall! 
or treatment planta. |

SAINT'S BONFES IN WAX 

The history of the Saint after 
which the local cathedral was 
named and whose remains were 
contained in the wax figure placed 
over the main altar of the church, 
was related to the writer bv Mon- 
signor Harnett. During the exca- 
vation in the catacombs in Rome, 
the remains of Saint Viblana were 
found. On the slab over the re- 
mains was the following inscrip- 
tion: “To the Innocent and Pure 
Soul of Vibiana, Virgin and Martyr. 
who Died the Day Before the Cal- 
ends of September.” A vial of 
blood found beside the body indi- 
cated that it was the remains of a 
Saint. Archiologists who examined 
the remains declared the faint to 
be fifty or sixty years old, and judg- 
ing from the inscription on the tab- 
let it was-furing the middle of 
the third century that she euffered 


martyrdom.

Civic virtue was represented by a veritable 
Apollo in bronze.

It would 
do if it were a replica of Charlie Murphy 
or John Kelly, but to ring in something 
that looked like a Greek god was a frame- 
up.

But 
the majority of the park commissioners 
were of a different mind. They said that 


. it was a fine example of the sculptor’s art 


and it should have a place in Central Park.

Grant met Gen. Lee at the house of Wilmer 
McLean in the village of Appomattox and 
received the formal surrender of the Con- 
federate leader. 

On this historic occasion Gen. Grant dis- 
played a magnanimity theretofore unknown 
in the history of war. Confederate officers 
retained their swords and horses and were 
given complete freedom. Private soldiers 
were allowed to go home after simply pledg- 
ing themselves never again to take up arms 
against the United States. Lee's army at 
the time of the surrender numbered 25,494 
men and 2862 officers. 

On this day in the year 1682 the Cheva- 
lier de la Salle descended the Mississippi 
to its mouth and took possession of the 
newly discovered territory in the name of 
the King of France.

QUEER FUTURE 

A large number of adventurous young 
men in this world are laying up a strange 
future for themselves. 

It cannot be assumed that this extraor- 
dinary “crime wave,” now sweeping over 
America, is entirely the work of profes 
sional criminals. 

In fact, many victims of “hold-ups” have 
descri the Dick Turpins who stopped 
them as young boys with quavering. scared 
voices and With deadly revolvers that shook 
into the ribs of the “parties of the second 
part.” 

After wars the land is often filled with 
a spirit of restless uneasiness which pro- 
vides a good ground for the seeds of crime 
to sprout. Periods of financial depression 
lead also to crime for obvious and practica! 
reasons. When the period of financial de 
pression is coincidental] with the period of 
afterthe-war reaction the result is nearly 
always a “wave of crime” which draws in 
all sorts of reckless and adventurous boys. 

Although very uncomfortable at time, 
these crime waves cure themselves nat- 
ural means. They abate themselves for the 
same reason that any other kind of high 
wave which surges up on the shore always 
plows back into the ocean again. 

As a steady career few boys could or 
would undertake a life of crime. Consid- 
ered as a form of industry, the work is difi- 
cult, dangerous, with late hours and rela- 
tively small profits. 

When times get better and legitimate 
jobs more plentiful, it is probable that most 
of the present hold-up men, auto thieves, 
bank robbers and thugs of miscellaneous 
assortment and design will be found again 
working at decent occupations. The chances 
are that few of them are really sticking very 
long at criminal activities even now. Very 
likely ’a very considerable proportion of 
them burgle a little; get tired or frightened 
and sneak back into the ranks of the decent 
body politic. 

The very odd feature of this queer little 
drama—and not so little, either—is the fu- 
ture that will be the lot of these boy crim- 
inals. | 

In all human probability most of them 
will mever be discovered. They will take 
up sober, industrious lives; marry: have 
children; go to church; go to the movies; | 
run for the school board; go to baseball 
games; develop political opinions and final- 
ly die; have a grand funeral and be the 
“beloved husband and father’ of somebody 
or other in the death notices. 

But during all this time—through all these 
years—“Husband and Father” wil) have one 
secret closet in his memory. There wil! be 
certain subjects that he will tactfully glide 
over—there will be certain banks where 
he will never deposit his money; certain 
corners that he will hurry past; a certain 
six-shooter that he may regard contempla- 
tively on occasion. 

And one thing will always worry him. 
He will always be afraid of talking in his 
sleep. 


HE DEATH SENTENCE | 

Thousands of children fn Russia and 
Asia Minor have been condemned to die 
within the next ninety days—unless the 
people of America commute that death sen- 
tence by liberal donations to feed the starv- 
ing little ones. The death sentence was 
pronounced in New York City last week by 
the Executive Committee of the Near East 
Relief, which was compelled to decrease 
Near East appropriations 25 per cent when 
every mandate of humanity !{s calling for 
an increase of 50 per cent in appropriations. 

Cablegrams from the Russian Caucasus, 
Jerusalem, Constantinople and other Near 
Bast sections bring the information that 
never before in the most harrowing condi- 
tions of relief work has there been such 
suffering and tragedy, such need for assist- 
ance. 

A campaign has been inaugurated to 
raise a large amount of money in the Unit- 
ed States for the preservation of the lives 
of the sufferers across the seas and within 
the next fews days Dr. BE. Guy Talbott, Pa- 
cific Coast Regional Director for the Near 
East Relief, and many of his assistants will 
address congregations tn Los Angeles in 
behalf of the cause. Ministers of the 
Southland have been asked to plead the 
cause of the starving children before their 
congregations and various social and civic 
organizations will be requested to lend their 
aid. 

welve million women in America have 

led to the cry of the hungry children of 
the Bast, a Woman’s Emergency Commit- 
tee having been organized by Mrs. Carrie 
Chapman Catt. This committee, of which 
Mrs. Milbank Johnson is the Los Angeles 
representative, is appealing to the moth- 
erhood of America to save the 25,000 chil- 
dren of the Near East who ere now prac 
tically under sentence of death. 

The Near Fast Relief knows not color, 
creed nor caste. The one object of that 
splendidly Christian organization is the sal- 
vaging of human bodies and souls and it 
begins its work by feeding hungry mouths 
and clothing naked bodies. It is to be 
hoped that Los Angeles citizens will not 
fail te do their part in contributing to the 
urgent need of their little brothers and sis- 
ters in those lands in which the humanita- 
rian doctrines of the gentle Christ were 
first taught and exemplified. 

Unless this appeal is answered twenty- 
five out of every hundred children now be 
ing fed must be abandoned to starvation.

By announc- 
ing the government's Genoa program in a 
vance and pledging the House of Com- 
mons to that policy, he fortifies himself 
against attack in case the economic con- 
ference should register a failure. He. can 
say that his government tried to carry out 
the will of Parliament, but that it was 
balked by forces over which it had no con- 
troL 

It is very probable that, so long as he 
remains in power, the Prime Minister's 
government will be simply tolerated by the 
majority of the Unionists. That party was 
formed as a protest against the home rule 
policy of Gladstone, and the Unionists have 
always opposed the creation of the Irish 
Free State. They blame the present gov- 
ernment for being weak and vacillating 
when a strong government would have 
stified the Irish revolt in its inciplerfty, as 
other governments have done. But the 
Unionists were not strong enough to form 
and sustain a government opposed to the 
Irish Free State. It was something that, 
because it could not be evaded, they are 
compelled to endure. 

There is also wide dissatisfaction in Par- 
liament over the government’s Indian 
policy. Here, again, they charge weakness 
and vacillation. But the opposition was so 
divided that it would not unite on a new 
government. Lloyd George’s government 
is unique. It is supported, not so much for 
what it has done or may be expected to 
do, but through the fear that a radical 
coalition might gain control if it were 
overthrown. It is a case of, “after me, the 
deluge.” 

It is extremely doubtful if a majority of 
the House of Commons supports the gov- 
ernment’s policy of recognition of the de 
facto and autocratic Russian government. 
Lloyd George believes that such recogni- 
tion will lead to the economic rehabilita- 
tion of Europe, and -he coolly announces 
in advance that he will advocate such ac- 
tion at Genoa. Taking his policy as a

But the total member- 
ship of the House is something like 670, | 
which indicates that more than 200 mem- 
bers either were absent or refrained from 
voting.

TE ENGLISH WOMEN DOCTORS 
-ord Knutsford and Miss Eliza 
Robins, the playwright, are having a lively 
controversy the London newspapers 
anent the London Hospital's decision to bar 
the admission of women students in future. 

Lord Knutsford calls upon the public to 
sympathize with (1) the greater sensitive- 
ness of the male student over that of the 
woman—else she would not be there to of- 
fend, (2) the outrage to the pride of say, an 
ex-army captain who might find himself 
subordinate to a woman doctor, junior in 
years, but senior in medica] experience, and 
(3) the shocked feelings of a man with 
venereal disease on facing the prospect of 
being cured by a medical woman. — 

But Miss Robins has small sympathy for 
the sypersensitive male student, for the 
sup ex-army captain, or the delicate- 
minded patient with venereal disease. And 
she is pointing out rather caustically that 
if women do not suffer from this hyper- 
sensitiveness they are obviously the better 
fitted for the profession, that if they can, 
in fact, submerge their prurient dé@licacies 
in the cause of science and forget the sex 
embarrassments which the men find so 
overwhelming, the profession were better 
exclusively in their hands. If, in fact, men 
cannot overcome these sex embarrass- 
ments, considering that doctors make the 
larger part of their livelihood out of their 
women patients, they are wholly unfitted 
for the work at all 

It is one of those lvely controversies 
that reek of yesteryear and so far Lord 
Knutsford is getting decidedly the worst 
of it. Every plea he has so far made 
against the women doctors has been 
turned, barbed and deadly, against him 
and his cause. 

So far his strongest plea, which has so 
far left the opposition dumb and coh- 
founded, is that “schools which admit wom- 
en students thereby fail to attract the class 
of student who excels at football, thereby 
losing its reputation as exceiling in that 
game.”

“What led to the incorporation 
of a city here?" Mr. Monroe was 
asked during a recent interview. 

“A saloon,” he replied, and 
waited until his questioner was 
Kiven time to recover from the 
shock. 

“Yes, that is Mterally true,” he 
continted, “but it does not mean 
that this town has ever in any 
way been connected with the sa- 
loon business. In fact, the story 
proves that the formation of this 
community has been prohibition 
principles.”

today enjoy. Mr. Monroe who, as 
a young man, was engaged in rail- 
road contracting, had been in Cali- 
fornia working on contracts for the 
Union Pacific and Southern Pacific 
railroads. After having seen the 
possibilities here he never forgot,

More 
than 600 of these original] citrus 
trees still add to the attractiveness 
of the, yards and lawns of the city. 
Many of them were removed to 


make room for building sites. 
When it was definitel& decided, in 
1886, to lay out a city, Wr. Monroe 
planted 3600 pepper fy along

The little saplings have now be- 
come giant trees, whose sweeping 
boughs nod friendly greetings and 
make of Monrovia one of the beau- 
ty spots of the foothill section. 
The idea of an annual flesta grew 
from the fact that a program of 
outdoor sports proved a popular ad- 
dition to the original picnic.

Naive he is like 
all Russians—naive and with the 
indefinable charm that always goes 
with the unaffected naivete. 

Kosloff's concept of picture is 
that of the artist. With his tra- 
dition it would not be otherwise. 
What its more he believes in pic- 
tures.

Kosloff is reading dozens of 
books so that he may properly 
portray “My Lord” Fitz- 
maurice’s forthcoming picture. 

“I try to learn how they acted, 
how they walked, how § they 
thought in period,” he said. “It 
would be impossible for me to 
play role unless I know. 

“It is difficult when you can- 
not find all information you need. 
There are many books on subject 
in library. I have many. But 
there are never enough. 

“When I made ‘Lane That Has 
Not Turning’ it was easier. Sir 
Gilbert Parker was here. He told 
me everything that I wanted to 
know about character of hunch- 
back, story, etory'’s people.

Ifundreda of men and women are 
employed every week who, because 
j of advanced age, physical disabili- 
ties and other handicaps are pre- 
vented from competing with labor- 
ers eleewhere. For instance, near- 
ly a score of ex-service men, some 
of them with one one arm or one 
leg, are employed in the shoe shop 
on the second floor of the Baker 
Bullding. These men are not only 
freed from the thought of charity, 
which breaks the heart of respect- 
ability, but they are learning a 
trade while contributing to the 
welfare of society as a whole. 


YEARLY EARNINGS. 
Last year more than $50,000 In 


persons—through the process of 
| saving that which had been thrown 
‘away—was distributed by the 


| Goodwill Industries. More 
| 244.000 articles were repaired or 
rernade and distributed through 


thousands of these articles having 
been given free to impoverished 
people who were unable to work. 

To begin each day. a brief devo- 
tional service is held in the Good- 
will chapel Im the Baker Building, 
mony the workers out with a 
song in their hearts. At noon time 
a eplendid lunch is provided at a 
cost of about 8 cents per person. 
Oh, yes, it can be done and is 
done. Supervisor Carleton invites 
the public to investigate. 

There is a delightful clubroom 
for girls, on the second floor, 
where the young women may re- 
pair to study and read, and since 
the establishment of the men’s; 
club on the first floor, last July, 
more than 93,000 men have |taken 
advantage of the free opportunities 
offered them to congregate there 
to converse, to smoke and eat and 
~—when they wish—to pray. 

The classes in English and 
Americanization are not the least 
interesting features of this splendid 
inatitution. These classes are un- 
der the general direction of Rev. 
F. H. Blair and seven earnest and 
cempetent teachers—most of them 
workers in the various departments 
volunteer their services free of 
charge. 

FAMILY RUNS FACTORY. 

Imagine a big factory operated 
by a family consisting of several 
hundred members with common 


interests—and those interests the 


get an idea of how the Goodwill 
Industries manages things. Firat 
there is the sorting room where 
the Goodwill bags are opened and 
contents sorted. Then there are 
the clothing, repair, tailoring and 
‘millinery departments. There is 
a manufacturing deggartment to 
which workers who have mastered 
repairing are promoted. Here hun- 
dreds of children’s garments are 
manufactured weekly, from adults’ 
clothes which have first been fum- 
igated and g6ne through the laun- 
dry department. 

In the household department 
quilte, pillowa and rugs are made 
from pennant, kinomos and scraps 


ing, recording, salvage. furniture 
repair and bag departments, each 
with its force of specialists, happy 
in the knowledge that instead of 
being a burden to society, society 
is indebted to them for their con- 
tribution to its general welfare. 
Interesting is the story that the 
Goodwill bag can tell. After it has 
been numbered and recorded at the 
institution it goes forth into one 
of the homes of the Southland and 
is installed in a closet or some 
other conventent place which the 
housewife will remember. Into this 
bag go such articles as are dis- 
carded by the members of the 
household, such as sufts, | hats, 
dresses, shoes and kitchen utenal)s. 
Articles such as furniture and hed- 
ding, too bulky to be placed in 
the bag. are placed aside and are 
collected by the agent who collects 
the bags. 
Officials at the head of the in- 
stitution say that for every filled 
bag received (and there are about 
50,000 of them itn circulation) five 
persons can be helped for one day.

Waking Up to Need of Con- 
suls at This Port 


Adsense lnlinences 
to Keep Them Out 


How far the world is from know- 
ing the Los Angeles of today is il- 
lustrated frequently qwhen coun- 
tries logically itn its line of trade 
confess ignorance of this city’s 
status. And how important it is 
for some properly organized and 
constantly functioning body to 
k®ep information going out to the 
world, is also pictured in news that 
filters out of the Trade Extension 
Bureau of the Chamber of Com- 


merce. 

Chile, for instance, has no con- 
sul at Los Angeles, because it me 
no idea of the city's impdéxtanc 
in industry and commerce, and be- 
‘cause rival ports are more active 
in keeping us from recognition 
than our own’ interests are ip se- 
curing it. 

Nicaragua recently abolished its 
consulate h in the face of 
growing trade, and this port had 
to take a backward step in sub- 
mitting its shipping papers with 
that country to San Francisco for 
vise and signature. The influences 
behind this change have not yet 
been discovered. 

The question of a Chilean consul | 
for Los Angeles is to be taken up 
actively by a citizen of Chile, him- 
self connected with consula® serv- 
jce of that country, who ig now 
visiting in Los Angeles. 

This gentleman is Senor F. Val- 
divieso Valdez, Consul-General for 
Chile at Guayaquil, Ecuador. He 
read of Los Angeles in Los Vecinos, 
a Spanish magazine published in 
Los Angeles circulating 
_Latfn America, and as a result he 
|he came to Los Angeles on a vaca- 
tion to see for himself what this 
city is like. 


AN INCONVENIENCE 

“Although I had read of the im- 
portance of Los Angeles and its 
surroundings in the different ac- 
tivities of modern civilization,” 
Senor Valdez writes to the Trade 
Extension Department of the 
Chamber of Commerce, “I was sur- 
prised with its position among the 
large cities of the United States 
and wondered why we haven't any 
consul here at all, the more so as 
there are direct lines of steamers 
to Chilian porta, and the com- 
mercial relations with Chile, al- 
though not yet of great impor- 
tance, are considerably more than 
those of many ports where we have 
at least an honorary consu). 

“I have heard that exporters 
from Los Angeles. to Chile meet 
with many inconveniences by be- 
ing, compelled to send their ship-

WANTS DAT 

“I beg to suggest that you sup- 
ply me with printed matter for 
propaganda, samples of Los An- 
geles products, and, if possible, 
motion-picture films or lantern 
slides for public exhibition. This 
has not been done ever before in 
Chile by any American city. This 
initiative woulc particularly draw 
the attention of our people. No 
doubt the best propaganda is that 
carried:on by films and lantern 
slides. Los Angeles has pushed 
this industry to a great perfection. 
It would be particularly interesting 
to show agricultural methods and 
homebuilding in Los Angeles coun- 

. This would bring about a de- 
mand for agricultural implments, 
house fixtures and experts for 
teaching their crafta. 

“It i¢ a well-known fact that 
the climate in Chile and California 
are very similar, having more or 
less similar products; that is the 
reason why we. need our well- 
trained people to teach us your 
methods. 

“A letter from the Chamber of 
Commerce of Los Angeles in re- 
gard to trade conditions with Chile, 
Stating at the same time any in- 
convenience now affecting its de- 
velopment, would carry much 
weight with t Officials of the 
Chilean gov ent and business 
men.” 

Senor Valdes has had consider- 
able experience in consular and 
diplomatic work. He has served 
as sec of the Chilean Lega- 
tion at Tokio, Japan, and as 
Chilean Consul in Norway, and for 
the last five years he has been 
Consul-General in Ecuador. 


WHAT STOPPED IT? 


Los Angeles formerly had a 
Chilean Consul, but during the 
war, with the sho of ship- 
Ping and the conseqUent falling 
off in trade, the consulate here was 
discontinued. 

The Consul-General for Chile in 
Canada spent several weeks in Los 
Angeles the past winter, and he 
also was amazed to find a city of 
Angeles 
without a Chilean consul. In 
fact, he stated that a consul for 
Los Angeles was appointed and 
was to be sent from Chile several 
months ago, but some influence 
was brought to have the appoint- 
ment withdrawn. 

With a Chilean consul! located 
here, it is believed that the trade 
between Los Angeles and Chile 
can be very much increased.

A public auction sale of State 
scrip will be held by Surveyor- 
General W. 8S. Kingsbury, at the 


State Capitol, Sacramento, Mon- 
day, May 1, 1922, at 10 a.m. 

State strip is the cheapest land 
scrip on the market today. Scrip 
can be purchased only by citisens 
of the United States, who are 
residents of the State of California, 
and can be located on any vacant 
nonmineral unfeserved United 
States government land in Cali- 
fornia. 

Homestead and desert land en- 
trymen can relinquish their entries 
through the Surveyor-General's of- 
fice and acquire title to the land 
by the purchase of scrip provided 
the land is not withdrawn by 
the Federal government for public 
purposes prior to the date the 
land is scripped. The applicant 
pees not live on or improve the 
land. 

State ecrip is not transferable. 
Scrip is sold in forty-acre lots for 
cash, personal checks received, 
but no purchaser can buy more 
than 640 acres, and the surrender 
of the scrip is payment for an 
equal acreage of government land. 
At the last auction sale of State 
scrip the price received averaged 
$6.33 per acre, 

All money received from the 
‘sale of State scrip goes to the sup- 
port of the public schools of the 
State.

Advices received by the commit- 
tees representing the Presidents 
recent conference on unemploy- 
ment show that the onrush of 
spring has given sufficient em- 
ployment to materially reduce the 
number of idle workers in various 
States. Much of this work has 
been p ded by States, counties 
and ménicipalities through the re- 
lease of contracts for public im- 
provements and undertakings ar- 
ranged for several months ago.

Aster Blooms Again. 


R. Meadows, cotton tech- 
nologist of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, was a 
visitor in Los Angeles yesterday, 
coming here following his at- 
tendance at the recent cotton con- 
vention in Fort Worth, Tex. The 
purpose of Mr. Meadows’'s visit to 


‘California {ts to re-establish the 
Pime cotton standards, which 
were originally set in 1919 and 
have proved unsatisfactory to the 
needs of the crops grown in this 
district. A new set of standards 
will be prepared under Mr. Mead- 
ows's suggestions, which will bet- 
ter serve the requirements of the 
cotton trade in this region. 

The two cotton-mill projects 
which are now under way in Los 
Angeles were made the subject of 
interested comment by Mr. Mead- 
ows, who has had considerable ex- 
perience in the textile end of the 
eotton business. According to him, 
Los Angeles should furnish an idea] 
location for a cotton mill, if prop- 
erly handled by men thoroughly 
conversant with the trade. 

Two factors always determine 
the desirability of locating a cot- 
ton mill In any given district, said 
Mr. Meadows. One is a labor sup- 


jand preduction with that of the 
New England textile district and 
the other is the availability of cot- 
ton-mill machinery at a low enough 
cost to permit the establishment of 
a mill without too heavy a capita- 
lization. 
Open-shop and favorable cll- 
matic conditions obviate the first 
difficulty for the most part, al- 
though the minimum wage hw 
furnishes one objection to thy 
manufacturer who is trying to 
compete with the labor tn the east- 
ern textile mills.

if sound in law, would seem to 
meet the situation. It might+ be 

ed,- however, that it takes 
the form of clases legislation, giving 
more latitude to one national bank 
than to, another simply through 
location, and -that 
such legislation must be made gen- 
eral, and apply to all banks alike, 
ving them the tiege of agency 
ks whether not they care 

to exercise it. 


MANY OBSTACLES 


“Te is hard enough, as everyone 
knows, to get legislation through 
Congress, and many times harder 
when such legislation affects the 
nation banking laws. To make 


permitting agency bank to na- 
tional banks general would, with- 
out doubt, stir up opposition for the 
email bankers would probably op- 
it, and perhaps on well- 
ounded grounds, that it would 
tend to smother local a indi- 
vidual entérprise in banks and 
banking, and to bring ruinous com- 
tition from the strongly in- 
nched banks of the great cities 
to the doors of the small bankers 
of the country.

“The other side of it must also 
be considered. We must look to 
the effect upon the neighborhood 
banker and upon individual effort 
and enterprise just as jealously as 
we would in any other line ot busi- 
meas or trade. The responsibility of 
the parent bank must also be con- 
sidered in connectign with the su- 
pervision over its’-branches, and 
whether these branches compare 
favorably in every respect with the 
parent bank. It is not always easy 
to find trained and trustworthy men 
who are capable of taking over the 
responsibility implied by the man- 
agement of a branch of an import- 
ant banking institution. Tike the 
parent body, all of its wpranches 
should be above suspicion.

They should be familiar 
with the several adjustments, 
which, if slightly out of order, 
might make a perfectly new motor 
appear defective and in need of 
rebuilding, when a few minutes of 
attention from the service expert 
knowing the correct standards of 
adjusting will put the moter in 
good condition.

factory standards these standards 
should not be changed except by 
qualified experts.

The best of rings 
wlil not function rightly if they are 
not fitsed properly to cylinders and 
pistons, or if all other conditions, 
such as mixture, valves, ignition, 
timing, etc., are not properly ad- 
justed. This is the principal rea- 
eon for seeing that al] adjustments 
are right Before condemning your 


present parts. 

It would be hard to recommend 
any particular ring as being the 
best ring, for the writer in visiting 
different service stations finds the 
ring that is considered satisfactory 
in New York City may be worthless 
in the opinion of the man in Los 
Angeles, all of which proves that 
there are a dozen other conditions 
in a motor that the success of the 
ring,.depends upon.

WHEELBARROW MARKE 
TRANSPORTATION ERA 


|, _There {= no record of the date 
.of discovery of one of the most 
‘revolutionary inventions in the 
field of transportation—the wheel- 
| barrow, but it is safe to assume 
that ft marked the beginning of 
| prosperity in the shoe industry. 
iThe man who pushed a wheel- 
| barrow required more and stouter- 
soled shoes than his friends of the 
gentry and other idlers of his day. 
according to Nicola Guilll, general 
manager of Guasti-House-Guilil, 
distributors of Kelly-Springfleld 
tires. “All vehicles,’ said Mr. Guill- 
li, “whether propelled by hand or 
motive power, are given motion by 
exerting a force against the earth, 
and the earth being immovable in 
relation ta us, something muet 
move when this force ia applied. 
The greater the resistance to mo- 
tion the greater the strain or push 
between the moving object and the 
road. Hence the need for stouter 
shoe soles when pushing a wheel- 
barrow. 

The rear tires of a truck which 
hauls a trailer are subjected to a 
severe strain as they must furnish 
sufficient power to ve efficient 
road service-—and in addition, more 
power to set the load in motion. 
In long hauls over smooth roads, 
this strain ie not serious, but where 
hille and rough roads are encoun- 
tered the punishment to the tires 
is severe. In such instances the 
trailer and its load is a dead 
weight on the truck. If it should 
become necessary to haul the truck 
and trailer up a long grade at a 
given speed, the rear tires of the 
truck will be subjected to a much 
greater strain than on smooth, 
paved highway. 

“Under these conditions It ts im- 
possible to determine the capacity 
of a tire by the load it carries. 
Tires used on rear wheels of trucks 
which haul trailers over hilly coun- 
try should be at least 50 per cent 
larger than those on trucks haul- 
ing loads on their own four 
wheels.”

Every motorist who values his 

safety takes care to heed the sharp 
and unmistakable warning of the 
bell at the railroad crossings. It 
rings sometimes for a full minute 
before the safety gates are lowered, 
but its a foolhardy driver who will 
attempt to cross over after the 
alarm rings.

Neither is his philosophy deep, as he con- 
fesses in “A Song of Life’’: 


I hear men say: “This Davies has no depth, 
He writes of birds, of staring cows and sheep, 
And throws no light on deep. eternal things—”" 
And would they have me talking In my sleep? 


Yet he has lived largely and buoyantly; 
and his message of cheer is no unneeded 
one in these days of exaggerated pessimism 
and realism. He may have published more 
than he should, but he has also destroyed 
much that might have been published. “But 
you know it’s only about one thing in thirty 
I do that’s any good” is Davies's own criti- 
cism of his poems. No new notes can ve 
expected from him, but he will remain faTth- 
ful to the simple beauties of nature and thus 
preserve the buoyancy of youth: 

As long as I love Beauty I am young, 


Am young or old as I love more or less; 
When Beauty is net heeded or seems stale. 
My life's a cheat, let Death end my distress.

straighten out several of my companions’ 
somewhat hazy understanding of the sub- 
ject of “sages.” They were in the same 
state of mind in which I found myself when 
I first began to get interested mm the flora of 
the Pacific Coast, and which I have since 
@iscovered is quite general with the great 
majority of persons who frequent our out-of- 
doors. So I am going to give this article 
over to the sagebrush of the desert and its 
sisters. Anyone wishing to look these 
plants up in a botanical manual will find 
them under the genus Artemisia. 


Odor is One of the Safest Cuides 
in Distinguishing Planis. 

F COURSE it was the odor, more than 

the general appearance, which caused 
these Artemisias to be called sages; al- 
though the tone of their foliage is not far 
from a genuine sage-green. But in shape 
and character of the leaves there is very lit- 
tle resemblance. The odors, even, of the 
sagebrush and the true sages can at the 
most only be called similar. But they have 
a “loudness” and certain pungency in com- 
mon that cause them to be confused by 
most persons. Odor Is an elusive thing to 
describe as a mark of identification; but 
learned through experience, in a painstak- 
ing discriminative way, it is an infallible 
guide. 

The sagebrush is one of the “classic” 
plants of America. Probably no other plant 
of our continent elaims in so exclusive a 
fashion so many square miles of land. Many 
Others are more generally distributed over 
the continent, but no other has such an et- 
tensive domain where it reigns practically 
alone. It is @ California shrub, in that it 
invades the State all along the northern half 
In the south it

The principal distinguishing of the 
desert sagebrush is the leaf, which 


may find a leaf with only two 
little more frequently one with 
three is the common number. 
Somewhere in coming from the 
into the Coast Mountains you will pass from 
the region of the desert sagebrush to that 
of the California sage. West of Antelope 
Valley there will first be another of 
“sage” shrubs—Parish's sagebrush, to which 
I will presently come—but it resembles the 


company of the California sage. But if you 
take a “second look” at the foliage, you will 
note the difference at once. This difference 
of leaf I have tried to bring out clearly in 
the filustrations shown herewith. M 
it, and you may know the “sagebrushes. 
The leaves of the California sage (Arte- 
misia Californica) are slender, almost 
threadiike, and parted near the end into from 
three to seven still more slender divisions— 
most frequently four or five. As a whole, 
the foliage has a fringy look, and the feel 
of it is silky. This sagebrush is one of the 
most familiar shrubs on the foothills around 
Los Angeles. It has managed to keep a foot- 
hold where many of our other native shrubs 
have disappeared. The soft-feeling foliage 
has deceived many a camper on the trail 
into cutting and laying a mattreag of the 
shrubs for his bed. For this purpose it is 
the very poorest of all “mountain feathers.”

to the Antelope Valley. It is the prevailing 
sagebrush in the upper part of Mint Canyon 
and around Acton. It looks so much like 
the desert sagebrush that very few persons 
ever note that it is not the same. It is 
easily distinguished, however, by its leaf, 
which is narrower than that ofthe desert 
sagebrush, and is pointed at the end. 

The sagebrushes are all late bloomers, not 
coming out antil late in October or in No- 
vember. The flowers of the California sage 
are quite different from those of the other 
two species. They are yellow, and they 
open out, until a shrub in full bloom takes 
on quite a good deal of color. The flower 
panicles are rather open, with many short, 
stiff branches. The flower heads of the 
Parish and desert sagebrushes have no rays, 
so what little color they show is a yellowish 
green. The flower-panicle of the desert 
sagebrush is compact and leafy, while that 
of.the Parish is more open, with slender, 
curving branches. These distinguishing fea- 
tures are all clearly brought out in accom- 
panying fllustrations. 

The flowers add much to the beauty of 
the sagebrushes, although to me the shrubs 
are attractive from the time the new growth 
starts in the spring until the flowers wither 
and die in late November. Even, within 
limits, I am willing to set my sign of ap- 
proval upon their odor—which, by the way, 
is likened by some persons to that of tur- 
pentine; hut it has never so appeared to 
me. I give it the credit of being ue and 
distinctive, and of a quality that is all its 
own. 
While our sagebrushes are not ranked by 
the forest service as of any considerable im- 
portance in the matter of erosion-prevention 
and forest-cover, yet were the California 
sage and Parish’s sagebrush be taken 
away, they would leave far greater gaps in 
the forest-cover than is generally supposed. 
And were the desert sagebrush entirely an- 
nihilated, the desert would be doubly the 
desolate i:egion it now is. 

Tt seems that all the sagebrushes—and 
there are still other species further east- 
ward and northwar!—were held in high es- 
teem by the Indians for their medicinal 
qualities, The desert sagebrush was almost 
venerated im this respect. It was generally 
regarded as a sort of cure-all, good in some 
form or other for nearly every complaint 
that human flesh fs heir to. The white man, 
however, has not found the medicinal quall- 
ties of the sagebrushes of sufficient benefi- 
cence to make any general use of them.

It is a common weed in the Eastern States, 
however, and it would be no surprise to hear 
of its being found here. 


wood (A. heterophylla) is very plentiful in 
our region, and is one of our striking plants. 
It sometimes grows to eight or nine feet, 
and usually not less than five or six. Its 
botanical name of heterophylla tells us that 
its leaves are not all alike.

“Can you imagine a more grossly stupid, 
a more genuinely asinine system tenacious- 
ly persisted in—a system that not only’ fs 
absolutely Ineffective in its results, but also 
actually harmful in that it throws every 
year ninety-three out of every one hundred 
children into the world of action absolutely 
unfitted for even the simplest tasks in life? 
Can you wonder that'we have so many in- 
efficient men“and women; that in so many 
families there are so many failures; that 
our pot and girls can make so little money 
that in the ome case they are driven into 
drink from discouragement, and in the other 
into the brothels to save themselves from 
starvation? Yet that is exactly what the 
public school system is today doing, and has 
been doing.” 

Anyone who has carefully tnvestigated 
the subject must admit that there is much 
truth in these statements. An eastern 
manufacturer recently had te send back, one 
after another, six high-school Rraduates, not 


America in those of my.ebildren and grand- 
children—I assert that the average English 
private-school pupil, at 11 years of age, is 
farther advanced in his studies—better able 
to read and write correctly and to describe 
the world in which he lives—than the av- 
erage American public-school pupil of 13. 
This, not because of the greater brightness 
of the English pupils. Not at all. The main 
reasons for the difference are, first, that 
over there more individaal attentida is given 
to each pupil, and second, they do not wait 
until a child is about ready to wear long 
pants before they teach him facts about the 
surface of the earth upon which he “moves 
and lives, and has his being.” 


Yet, while our young people are to a great 
extent uninstructed in necessary things, 
their minds are often overburdened with 
knowledge that is of little value—knowledge 
which most of them forget soon after leav- 
ing school. Furthermore, the strain of ac- 
cumulating this literary ballast often causes 
them—especialy the girle—to break down 
in health, at a critical: period of their lives. 


- As to the training of the moral qualities 
—the stiffening of the spiritual backbone— 
or the teaching of the laws of health, espe- 
clally the fundamental laws of sex, igno- 
rance of which causes untold misery, 
systematic physical development, these are 
things to which we have scarcely begun to 
devote any attention whatever. Surely, we 
are a long way yet from that ideal of the 
ancient Greeks, “a sound mind in a sound 
body.” 
While children are not taught the cle 
mentary laws of health, of late the schools 
have been made “happy hunting grounds” 
for a swarm of near-doctors, and “health” 
Officials, and strained nurses, intent on 
recommending “minor operations” for physi- 
cians. 

“Educere” means “to draw out,” not to 
pump in. I left school before I was 16. I 
have forgotten most of what they pumped 
into me, but the thirst for knowledge that 
they drew out, remains. 
Teach the children to think—to use and 
strengthen the brains with which nature 
has endowed them. Ruskin has sald that 
of those who can read, only one in a hun- 
dred can think. Show the children how to 
learn. That is about all you can do. The 
stuff they learn to repeat parrotlike is most- 
ly forgotten within a couple of years after 
they leave school. 

Seek to develop the character of the child. 
That is far more important than to teach 
him the names of the Presidents of the 
United States, or the length of the lengest 
river in Africa. Teach them, also, kindness 
and courtesy.

. ‘Phere was a good quiet library in Rowton 
House where Davies, now 30 years old, set 
to work in earnest. By the end of two 
months he had written a tragedy in blank 
verse called “The Robber.” His next work 
was a very long-poem in which beasts, birds 
and fishes met in a forest glade to impeach 
man for his cruelty to them; and it gave aa 
account of the vengeance they proceeded to 
take on the inhabitants. Both attempt 
were promptly returned by the publishers. 
Then Davies set to work on 100 son- 
nets, writing as many as five, and some- 
times six a day. They met with a similar 
fate® Indeed there is reason to suspect that 
Davies was ignorant of the fundamental 
rules in the structure of a sonnet; for I 
have found no sonnet in his books, only one 
fourteen-line poem, which is really just 
seven couplets, but which he probably 
thought was a sonnet. Still undiscouraged, 
he composed another tragedy, a comedy, a 
volume of humorous essays, and hundreds 
of short poems. Finally he sent a small col- 
lection of short poems to a well-known pub- 
lisher, who offered to publish it at the au- 
thor’s expense for £25. Davies applied to 
variou; philanthropists for assistance, but 
without avail. Finally he thought of a 
scheme to raise the money; so he went to a 
job printer and had printed 200 copies -ef 
short poems, three or four to a page. These 
he hawked from door to door, thinking to 
sell daily 100 copies at three-pence apiece. 
During one whole day he received only a 
penny, “and tell him to go away.” Dis-

Had Davies been a learned man, he might 
have, been warned against hawking his 
poems by reading in Isaac Dtsraeli’s “Ca- 
lamities of Authors” of the experience of an- 
other author with the same patronymic— 
Myles Davies. It is not improbable that 
Myles was a forebear of William Henry 
Davies, since the latter mentions that ne 
was encouraged by the knowledge that an 
ancestor of his had written a book. The 
elder Davies was an erudite Welsh clergy- 
man skilled in Greek, Latin and all the mod- 
ern languages, who-also went up to London 
to become an author, and who formed the 
wild resolution,of becomingta mendicant au- 

*thor, the hawker of his own book, “Athenae 
Britannicae,” published in London in 1816. 
By this‘ move heelaid himself open to the 
insults of all rankseof society, with the re 
sult that his intellect became disordered. 


Failing to Sell His Books He

haired man, and conscious of having relied 
too long on the promises of others, he con- 
ceived the idea of borrowing money in aa 
vance for the publication of his poems. He 
journeyed to Newport and consulted the 
trustee, who agreed that if Davies would 
allow his income to accumulate for six 
months that he would advance £20. 
But how was Davies to live in the 
meantime? There was nothing to do but tc 
go tramping again. Often he was at his 
wits’.end to procure food and shelter,. but 
finally the five dreary months drew to a 
close. He had written to a friend in Canada 
to forward a pound to his London 

so that the poet might have a couple o 
weeks at the end of December to prepare 
his MSS. At last he returned to London 
and The Farmhouse, and set about copying 
his poems for the printer, which he’ was 
obligea to do at a public library at some 
little distance. The printer, Alston Rivers, 
was then visited and arrangements made 
for 250 copies, the cost to be £19. The first 
printed copy, a paper-covered volume, “The 
Soul’s Destroyer,” was ready in March, 1905. 
Thirty copies were sent to various papers, 
with the result that two very slim reviews, 
both uncomplimentary, came out, one in 
Yorkshire and oné in Scotland. 


Discouraged, Davies had thoughts of burn- 
ing the books and beginning anew, but not 
having the necessary convenience, he fre 
frained. In despair he mailed six copies to 
successful people, with an accompanying 
letter asking them civilly if they required a 
half-crown book of verse; and if so, would 
they please send the author the half-crown; 
if not, would they return the book. Two 
returned the price of the book. The experi- 
ment was repeated with like success. In 
this way some sixty copies were disposed 
of. George Bernard Shaw paid for eight 
copies, and promised to get Davies’s work 
recognized, but warned the poet that he 
could not live by poetry. Two well-known 
writers corresponded with Davies and prom- 
ised press reviews. These followed, and 
then came the extravagant praise which the 
poor poet dreamed was ultimate success.

“Mexico has three debts. There is a for 
eign debt which represents the various 
loans contracted by the Federal government. 
It alse has included the Mexico City munict 
pal loan of 1889, which, by the Constitution 
of 1917, will be resumed by the City of 
Mexico. There is an interior or domestic 
debt. And there are State loans guaran- 
teed by the Federal government. On Dec. 
31, 1920, the total of these three debts 
was 554,331,650 Mexican pesos, or approxt 
mately $277,115,828. Of this, outstanding 
bonds were 423,553,628 Mexican pesos, of 
$211,776,814. 

“It has been customary to represent 
Mexico as needing the total of her debt for 
her financial readjustment. This is prepos- 
terous. The Federal government pays only 
the interest upon the State debts. its for- 
eign loans are redeemable far ahead; that of 
1899 in 1945; similarly for the loan of 1910; 
while the loan of 1904 becomes due only in 
1954. Im addition, the interior debt is not 
payable in cash, nor periodically in fixed 
amounts, its bonds being accepted for con- 
tracts, for purchase of government lands, 
and for similar governmental cancellations. | 

“It will be seen, on the basis of thes¢ 
figures and of the census of 1910—a mint 
mum—that the per capita debt of Mexico is 
leas than $20...

There are types of 
houses, which are suited to different locali- 
ties and if they are out of harmony with the 
natural surroundings the house is inartis- 
tic. Likewise the house must correspond 
somewhat with the other houses near to it. 
although of course it need not be of bad de- 
sign if the others happen to be inartistic.

Cool receding colors will 
not do this although the other extreme may 
be reached when the furniture stands out 
too clearly against it. Then, although the 
various groups in the room may be com- 
plete in themselves, still there seems to be 
no connecting link of a soft tone, a role 
which the wall covering should assume. 


Cood Decoration Depends Upon 
Artistic Construction. 


newer houses have replaced overhead lights. 
This has been true to a greater extent in 
the living-room than in the dining-room. 
That is because dining-room decoration pro- 
ceeds from a center while that of the living- 
room may have several separate unfts 
around the wall.

NSUFFICIENT shrubbery is used about 
the base of many dwellings, leaving

from another site quite recently-—-an un. 
finished appearance. Shrubbery is ex 
terior furniture and makes a house appear 
cosy, homelike and attractive. it pro 
claims the resident & person of taste, a 
sympathetic soul in touch and sympathy 
with nature and appreciative of nature's 
boundless charms. We shal! have nore to 
say anon, but to those who are ready to 
plant, the following list suggests good ma- 
terial: Berberis aquifolium, Berberis Dar-

“arborvitae, Junipers, Spirea, Bechtel’s 
double flowering crab, Crape Myrtle, Deut- 
sia, etc. 


Watering Lawns. 

Even during the hottest weather lawns 
do not need daily waterings, or if the grass 
does show such need, it is the result of un- 
wise treatment-—-overwatering From the 
first of the season slight daily sprinklings 
are given which wet the soil but the top 
inch or two. Lacking proper encourage 
ment to penetrate deeply, the grass roots 
remain in the top two inches. If neglected 
for a day or two, these “surface” lawns 
quickly fly the distress signal. Water 
lawns only when necessary, and then so 
thoroughly that when the surface water is 
exhausted the roots will go down in search 
of moisture. Lawns so treated will fast 
for a week in hot weather without wilting. 


Jujubes Avaiiabie. 

Though introduced to California nearly 
a half century ago, jujubes have not come 
into much demand until late years. Stock 
has not been available, and last year a 
large lot in a Texas nursery was exhausted 
by California orders. eAdvertisements have 
this year appeared from~- dealers in Cali- 
fornia for budded stock only, but prices are 
atill too high. The jujube is not of such 
“‘heavy value that dealers may expect avo 
cado prices for budded plants, and pub 
lished prices must at least be cut ih half 
before sales become numerous. 


Nitrogen For Piants. 

Nitrogen is a constituent of all vegetable 
and animal matter, in varying amounts and 
values, the percentage in some cases being 
so small as hardly to be taken seriously. 
For fertilizing purposes it is obtainable 
largely from the by-products which come 
from the manufacture of animal and vege- 
table materials. The more common and 
useful of these by-products are: slaughter- 
house refuge, tankage, dried blood, fish, 
cottonseed meal, and guano and stable ma 
nure, in wastes. Nitrogen is also obtained 
from two minerals: nitrate of soda and 
sulphate of ammonia. It is again, obtain- 
able from the air through nitrifying bac- 
teria on the roofs of leguminous and a few 
other plants. These are the principal, 
though not the only, sources from which we 
get this valuable plant food. Nitrate of 


will be fatal to other pests as well, as| 


soda is often called Chile saltpeter and is 
mined in that country in n-arly pure form, 
as we purchase it, though not all of it is 
in such pure condition. Sulphate of am- 


_monia results from the manufacture_of il- 


luminating gas from coal. In both these 
latter forms the nitrogen is immediately 
available to plant life and its use on her- 
baceous plants is followed by noticeably 
beneficial results in a few days. Being so 
quickly available it is quickly used or lost 
and therefore should never be given in 
large quantities at one time. Nitrogen 
taken from the air by some leguminous 
plants is so important as to merit a whole 
page in its explanation were it not too 
technical to be interesting to the average 
reader. The more common plants so con 
tributing are alfalfa, clover, vetches, peas, 
beans, lupines. To obtain good _ results 
these plants are plowed under. 


A Remedy for Pests. 

This spring may see a pest of cut worms, 
for we have not had a visitation for sev- 
eral years, and it will be well to prepare to 
feed them, providing as well a food that 


| snails, slugs, wood lice or sow bugs, etc.

To one peck of wheat bran add and thor- 


oughly mix one ta»lespoonful of Paris green, 
then add a quart of strong molasses. Mix | 
well until all is of a like consistency and | 
crumbles easily. Place this about among the 
plants, but remember it is fatal to all 
animal life and poultry and even our wild 
birds should be guarded. If it is placed 
down in thick plants, tnese may escape, 
and for snaiis, slugs and sow bugs, put un- 
der buildings, steps, boards etc. 


Pansy Culture. 

| One crop in particular that will pay 
‘for thorough working and  ~pulverizing 
of the soil is pansies. Pansies love a 
very light, though not necessarily a 
sandy soil. Light. sandy loam is good. 
but it should be well enriched with well- 
rotted stable manure, so thoroughly 
spongy, yet not soggy. It should be dug 
deeply, for though pansies like moisture, 
they are impatient of wet feet, and the 
drainage should be as nearly perfect as you 
can economically make it. Another reason 
for good drainage is that pansies like 
a pure soil. For that reason many 
growers {who can afford it) mix fine- 
ly-broken charcoal with the soil to in- 
sure “sweetness.” Soot is a splendid fer- 
tilizer, and tends to keep away snails and

slugs that are so fond of eating pansies. 
Both charcoal and soot also help to darken 
and intensify all shades and colors, and al- 
together help wonderfully in pansy culture. 


Pansies planted pow will need a sunny 
place, and latér, when the sun is hotter. a 
g00d mulch. 


Seasonable Hints. 

Earlier in the year the soil is too cold 
for bacteria! action, and therefore nitrogen, 
that most precious of alj fertilizing ele- 


ments, is not available to piants through 
ordinary channels. The ammonia in stable 
manure, for example, may all be washed 
away or percolate down to a point below 
the roots, for none of it can be used for 
plant life. If you wish to fertilize rose 
Lushes, orange trees or lawns early, you 
should use nitrate of soda, the only form 
in which plants may use nitrogen during our 
coldest weather. Stable manure may now 
be worked into garden soils with much prof- 
it. When the soils grow warmer, the plant 
food will become available, and the manure 


will help hold the soil in an open, friable © 


condition, so the warmth of the sun may 
reach down. Work up the soil deeply and 
leave it in a rough state, there remains 
plenty of time to smooth it down, and air- 
ing is good for it. When danger of frosts 
is over, the soil will be in good condition to 


rake smooth for spring planting of tropical 


material. 


Saving Hollow Trees. 
We sometimes have fine old live oak 
trees decidedly on the wane thrvugh baving 


ever-increasing cavities eating away their 
substance. Save them by proceeding as 
herein recommended. Remove all decaying 
or unsound wood, even though chiseling 
is necessary down to sound, fresh wood. 
Spray the cavity with a solution of one 
pound of copper sulphate in five gallons of 
water. Then fill with a mixture of one part 
cement to three parts of clean, sharp sand, 
made pretty thin, pouring it into the cavity 


from the top, even if catting a hole for the | 


purpose is found necessary. A thin finish- 
ing coat may be used after this, if 
the cement is exposed, colored to 
bark and also finished rough for 
effect. Skillfully carried out, this artificial 
part of the tree will scarcely be noticed. 
Dahlias From Seed. 

To have fine dahlias one must buy bulbs 
or young plants from the dealers, but to 
have fine garden enjoyment one should 
grow some from seeds. These may be 
sown now and you will have great pleasure 
in anticipating your flower crop, for if you 


grow a hundred plants, no two will be pre 


cisely alike. Dahlias are not particular as 
to soil, but a moderately rich, heavy soil, 
retentive of moisture and kept moist, will 
bring good flowers. A summer mulct of 
any material that will keep the ground coc! 
will be satisfactory. Stable manure is not 
necessary as the dahlia is not a gross feed- 
er. Plenty of water, plenty of roum, and a 
soil deeply stirred Pwfore planting are the 
chiet contributions to assure success.

Better Days Ahead. 


T appears from the latest report of 

John Perrin, chairman of the Twelfth 
Federal Reserve Board, that the farmers 
of the Pacific Coast States are beginning to 
emerge from the slough of low prices in 
which they have been struggling for over 
two years. It is true that the crop raiser 
only has his nose above the mire, but he 
inhales the better air of the more reason- 
able price levels, and is gaining strength 
for another movement upward. 


The report states that easier credit con- 
ditions in agricultural sections of the dis- 
trict have been the immediate result of ad- 
vancing prices of the principal farm crops, 
including cattle, sheep, hogs, grains, fruits, 
wool and sugar. Country member banks 
reduced their borrowings from the Reserve 
Bank more than 8 per cent, and interest 
rates declined accordingly. It is marked 
that crop prices advances have been ac- 
companied by moderate decline in the prices 
of commodities which the r buys, and 
a considerable decline in the price of farm 
machinery and implements. These declines 
and advances have effected a more nearly 
norma! relation between the prices of things 
the farmer sells and the prices of things he 
must buy than has prevailed for tne past 
eighteen months, and tht entire district 
feels the favorable impulse. This includes 
general business, which Mr. Perrin says has 
been awaiting such an adjustment. 

Another cause for rejoicing in the present 
agricultural situation in the district 1s 
that carry-over stocks of agricultural prod- 
ucts are either normal or below normal, 
in contrast with conditions that have pre- 
vailed for the past two years. The bean 
vrowers report stocks lower than for sev- 
eral years. Stocks of barley have been 
greatly reduced from the exceptionally high 
levels of 1921, and reduced holdings of 
canned and dried fruit presage a good year 
for .the deciduous fruit growers. 

There is no apparent reason why the 
California farmer and fruit grower should 
not face the year with optimism, and plan 
to produce to the limit of his acreage. Tne 
situation in Burope is gradually brighten- 
ing, and another year will probably see 
American export figures mounting again. 
Why should not California farmers produce 
all the pork, sugar, tobacco, potatoes pea- 
nuts and other crops that are needed in 
this State? They do not, but they could, 
and about as cheaply as the farmers in 
States knownas the home f these products. 
California farmers generally raise a greater 
tonnage per acre of crops, and greater lit- 
ters of hogs, because of the mild climate. 
There is a wide field for California farmers 
in the State’s deficit in these crops. 


Almond Aid Nearer.

WITH IMPORTERS AT A PROFIT. | 


HROUGH a - combination of condi- 
gS tions, one of which, it is hoped, will ea 

be in the combination again, lemon 
growers of California who have saved 
fruit from low temperatures will beat the 
foreign importer this year, and will re- 
ceive a satisfactory price for their crops. 
This from the California Fruit Growers 
Exchange. 


The conditions through which ‘the un- 
expected happened in the lemon industry 
this year are, first an epidemic of influenza 
which created a demand for lemons; 
second, higher cost of importing lemons, 
due to greater growing and _ harvesting 
costs abroad; third; abnormal consump- 
tion cf lemons by householders generally 
for the making of drinks and pastries. 


“It appears to me that the lemon 
growers will have a good year,” said T. 
H. Powell, in charge of lemon sales for 
the Exchange; “this in spite of the fact 
we will ship more lemons in 1922 than we 
ever did before, excepting last year, and 
of the fact that the importations are very | 
heavy. New York lemon importers are 
dumping shipload after shipload of Sicil- 
ian lemons in New York and Boston at 
from $2.90 at $3.10 per box, and we know 
that it costs them $3.75 per box this year 
to place these same lemons on the docks, 
owing to higher cultural and harvesting 
costs abroad. We are satisfied with pres- 
ent conditions, and will continue to ship 
heavily.” 


Estimates compiled by General Manager 
E. G. Dezell, of the Exchange indicate that 
the Exchange growers will ship after 
March 1, this year, 7311 carloads of lemons, 
as against 9778 last year, 7227 in 1920 and 
6790 carloads in 1919. Before the frost, the 
estimated crop of California was 15,000 ear- 
loads, and the marketing problem for 
lemons was engaging the close attention of 
Exchange officials, who saw no hope of con- 
tinuous and profitable prices with such a 
crop to market.

When the news that California lemon 


spent the busiest day in their lives wiring 
abroad for full cargoes of lemons, and, it 
seems in view of subsequent events, 
were not very careful about prices, f.o.b.

The imports from November 1 to March 
1 were 128,050 boxes, as compared with 
78,650 boxes for 1921. For the month of 
February, 63,950 boxes of Sicilian lemons 
were put down in New York, and but 3424 
boxes were imported in the same month 
last year. From March 1, to March 24, 
inclusive, imports were 111,925 boxes, 
against 47,250 boxes during the same 
period last year i 


The consumption of lemons since last 
September has been enormous and un- 
exampled in this country. During the 
period between September 1 and Febru- 
ary 28, according to the Exchange figures, 
1,779,240 boxes were either shipped by 
the Exchange or imported. In 1921, 
which was the record year for California 
shipments, 1,589,844 boxes were a bed 
by the market. In 1920, the imports and 
California Exchange’.shipments amounted 
to 1,680,933 boxes. The supply of lemons 
in January was greater than during any 
previous month, and the total supply this 
season is the largest on record. Owing

is season, every grower should provide 
imself with this protection. We are hop 
ng the canneries will take care of a lot of 
fruit, but if we have a good crop, these 
‘Outlets cannot take care of all the fruit. 
When a grower provides himself with the 
protection of drying facilities this doesn’t 
mean that he will have to dry his fruit just 
because he has such facilities, but it does 
mean that he will be so equipped that he 
can protect his crop and have some real 
assurance of a fair price for fruit sold green 
if the need arises. This protection is al- 
ways more fully appreciated about the time 
apricots are beginning to ripen during 
some season when our green sale opportun- 
ity hasn't been very favorable.

| No doubt a good many growers are 


hesitating about putting in drying facilities 
On account of their inexperience in drying 
and the cost of the equipment. Anybody, 
however, can dry apricots; there is no 
mystery connected with it. Incidentally, too, 
the cost of such equipment is the cheapest — 
crop insurance one can procure. In the 
following paragraphs I shall try to show the 
approximate cost of the drying facilities it 
will take to dry one ton of the green ‘cots 
during a season, also to give an idea as to 
the cost of the labor, interest on the invest- 
ment, and depreciation, based on a green 
ton. 
COST OF EQUIPMENT. 


The cost of trays, boxes, cars and tracks, 
sulphur houses, and drying shed will not 
rum over $15 per green ton, that is, this is 
the first cost of equipment that it will take 
to care for one ton of green fruit. This 
does not include the drying ground, but 
most growers have a space they can use 
for drying, or can get one without much 
trouble. Interest on the $15 jer year at 
7 per cent will amount to $1.05 and the de- 
preciation on the equipment will amount 
to about another dollar, so that one can see 
that the cost of insuring a green ton of 
o in a season amounts to approximately 


In & good many cases trays and boxes 
are all that would have to be procured, and 
this- would amount to approximately $10 
per green ton as the first cost. Drying 
facilities will often pay for themselves in 
one season, and I cannot understand how 
any grower will take a chance without such 
facilities when the cost per green ton is 
so small. An apricot grower with very 
much experience generally considers that 
his outlay for drying equipment will pay 
him a larger dividend than any other invest« 
ment on the ranch. | 

COST OF DRYING. 


The cost of drying a ton of green apricots

lows: Pitting, around $6; labor in the yard 
and shed, around, $5.50; sulphur, about 50 
cents, making a total of $12.

POULTRY MEN TO CO-OPERATE. 


REDLANDS.—Poultry raisers of the Red- 
lands, San Bernardino and Riverside dis- 
triets are planning to co-operate in the 
purchase and distribution of mash and per- 
haps other feeds for their chickens. The 
mash will come first, and it is planned to 
ask for bids for mash of certain proportions 
from various poultry supply houses. This 
is the first step in bringing the poultry men 
of the district closer together, and if this 
works out as well as is expected, there will 
be co-operation among the poultry raisers 
for the purchase of other supplies needed. | 
The growth of the industry here in the 
past five years has been more rapid than 
that of any other farm activity unless it be 
dairying. In the Redlands district now 
there are probably over 100,000 laying hens, 
where a few years ago there were no large 
flocks, and just a few in the back yards. 
These 100,000 hens are mostly in large 
flocks, and it is estimated that there are 
probably 25,000 in the back-yard chicken 
runs, 


GRAIN MEN HAPPY. 


YUCAIPA.—Conditions seem to be just 
right for the “dry farmer” this year, and 
he will probably make a stake that will 
carry him through several] bad years. The 
average “dry farmer,” however, is pessimis- 
tic enough to beleive that he is sure of 
nothing ufiti] the crop is sold and he has 
the mnoney in the bank. But the grain delds 
now are showing promise of good crops. 
The heavy rains this winter have put the 
ground in the finest kind of shape, and the 
first few warm days made the stalks grow 
80 fast that some farmers claim they “could 
hear it grow.” Another rain or two will be 
needed to help the growth along, and then 
the warm sun will do the rest. Thousands 
of acres here and in the Moreno section 
have been planted to grain this year. 


COLD WEATHER HURTS PEAS. 


BRAWLEY.—Owing to low temperatures, 
the pea crop of Imperial Valley will be cut 
about 26 per cent from last year's crop. 
The first hampers of peas were shipped 
by express to Eastern cities in April. To- 
matoes will be picked about May 1, and 
will be about a week late. 


BIG LETTUCE TALES. 


HOLTVILLE.—Some tall tales of profit 
in lettuce growing this year are being told 
by growers of this district, and, because of 
the favorable season, most of them are 
probably true. Charles H. Stanton is re- 
ported to have rejected an offer of $1,067 
an acre for 11 acres, J. G. Hester, who has 
a ranch south of Meloland, is reported to 
have sold 90 acres of lettuce in the field 
for $33,000, the purchaser to harvest and 
ship the crop, making a clear profit of $15,- 
000; J. F. Anderson, who oceupies a portion 
of the Kelsey ranch, sold 25 acres of lettuce 
in the field for $10,000. Many lettuce crops 
are being sold for double the value of the 
land, it is reported. 


BEST ONION CROP. 


COACHELLA.—It is believed by onfon 
growers that when the first carload of 
onions rolls out of the Valley on or about 
April 25, the best crop of crystal wax and 
Bermuda onions ever raised in Coachella 
Valley ff not the largest, will be offered 
consumers. There are about 2300 acres 
planted to onions this year, and W. P. 
Urick, a grower, estimates that the crop 
will rum about 400 crates to the acre, or 


As a result 
the farm centers are making inquiries into 
growing costs, and it looks as if thousands 
of acres will be planted to peanuts this 
year.

Other trees have underlying their 
root, a cement-tlike formation which had 
never been broken up but which can like- 
wise be handied by subsoiling in the spring 
when it is comparatively soft and friable.

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is hardly a season of the year, with 
the exception of periods when winter rains 
occur, that the commercial sprayer does not 
find a demand for his services. With the 
large variation of deciduous fruits, walnuts, 
citrus and truck crops, some pest or disease 
is actively at work at every season of the 
year and must be controlled either by 
spraying or dusting. 

During the early part of the year, lasting 
usually until the first of March, comes the 
spring spraying of peaches, apricots, plums 
and almonds for control of leaf curl, blight 
and twig borer on the peach, and brown 
rot and shot hole borer on the apricot, al- 
mond and plum. Spraying for these dis 
eases and pests is now practically com- 
plete since the trees in most districts are 
in full bloom and the season for proper 
control of such pests is over. 


Next in order come pears and apples, 
which require spraying for control of cod- 
lin moth, blister mite and occasionally 
thrips. The first spray on the program is a

Growers have commenced their survey 
of the fruits to select the finest specimens 
for the competition in the Valencia orange 
show. Not only does the winning fruit 
gain rich prizes but the prestige ac- 
companying a prize in the mammoth Va- 


i lencia exposition is of real value. _. 


Distributors and growers are applying 
for space in the show and more than twice 
as many feature exhibits as last year will 
be shown. In addition to the special fea- 
tures, there will be a great number of rack 
exhibits. This type of display will be radi- 
cally changed from former styles, which 
followed a fruit stand effect, and will en- 
hance the effect of the rack exhibits to such 
a degree that they are expected to vie with 
the features in attractiveness.

A letter addreanéd ta the Chamber of Goon 
meree at Indic or would 
suffice to secure the names and addresses 
of ranchers from whom cuttings can be pur- 
chased. Cuttings are also advertised, I 
am told, in some of the farm publications. 
While there are no trees outside the expert- 
ment station over five years old, a good 
many plantings, mainly for windbreak pur- 
poses, have been made in Coachella Valley, 
and the athel makes wood so rapidly that a 
considerable supply of cuttings be 
available, could the present owners of the 
trees and prospective growers get in touch 
with each other. To avoid uncertaingy the 
scientific name, tamarisk afticulata, should 
always be stated, as the common Arabic 
name of athel is not yet fully established 
in popular usage. 

The cuttings are simply short sticks made 
from branches of ripe wood. They may be 
taken and planted at any time of year; 
though quickest responce is secured at the 
most favorable planting season of a region. 
If planted late when the daily sunshine is 
intense, the tips should be partially shaded 
by two pieces of shingle about four inches 
wide, placed in the form of an inverted V 
over the sprouts until a good start is made. 
Water should be applied frequently at first, 
and in moderation during the first year. 
After that the trees will take care of them- 
selves. Too much water is likely to result 
in a limited root system and a dispropor- 
tion of top, which may cause the trees to 
topple over in a high wind. For a good 
stand of athels it is neither necessary nor 
desirable to secure young trees with roots. 
On account of its prominent tap root, the 
athel does not transplant readily. But good 
trees grow so rapidly from cuttings that no 
other mode of propagation need be resorted 


The cuttings should be set upright in the 
ground with the thicker «nj downward to 
within an inch of the top. The soil should 
be pressed about them firmly and thereafter 
not disturbed except to break any surface 
crust that may form. Two or more reddish 
buds will start from the tips in a few weeks. 
All may be permitted to develop as a 
source of propagating wood for the next 
year, or the tree may early be pruned to 
a single or double trunk. 

So far the athel has been planted mainly 
in hedges aiong ditches and fences and be- 
tween fields as a windbreak for orchard 
and garden crops. Its rapid growth and 
dense evergreen foliage make it the most 
satisfactory windbreak tree ever introduced 
in the southwestern desert. For this pur- 
pose the trees are grown from 8 to i2 feet 
apart. But the tree's wide spread makes 
it posstble to secure in a little longer time 
most satisfactory hedges from plantings 
made at from 15 to 20 feet apart. 

AS an ornamental shade tree the athel 
is also of real value, adapting itself pleas- 
ingly to growth, single, in groups or in 
masses, Unlike the pepper tree, it has no 
objectionable habit of littering up the yard 
or the walk with a heavy discard of foliage 
and sticky exudations of sap. Its slender 
filaments of leaves wither almost to noth- 
ing in giving way imperceptibly to new 
growth, while the flowerlets are so dainty 
and the seeds so inconspicuous as to leave 
no noticeable residue. 

Prospective athel growers should bear in 
mind two things: first, the athel is a desert 
tree adapted to extremes of heat, little 
moisture and a loose sandy soil; second, 
it cannot be depended upon to develop nor- 
mally in a climate where the temperature 
is ever lower than 15 degrees above zero. 


| Within the zone suited to it the athel is un- 


questionably destined to gi a blessing 
to desert dwellers.

The Washington asparagus is a rust- 
resistent variety. For the past twenty-five 
years the asparagus-growers of the United 
States have been worried by asparagus rust. 
California suffered, too, but sulfur dust 
sprays were found to be effective in curtail- 


ing the losses from this pernicious trouble. 


Asparagus rust is caused by a parasitic 
fungus, Poccinia asparagi. it was not found 
in America until 13896, when it was intro- 
duced into the New England States. 
years it had spread to all the asparagus 
growing regions of the country, and has 
caused serious losses. It was controlled, or 
partially controlled, by careful disposal of 
the summer growth and the practice of cut- 
ting back all shoots until the dry season 
started. But these methods afforded only 
temporary relief. and a growers association 
im Massachusetts, in co-operation with the 
Bureau of Plant {udustry, set about breed- 
ing a resistant strain. It was a large bite, 
but they seem to have digested i. It took 
many years of tedious selection and tabula- 
tion of results obtained from the cross 
breeding of many hundreds of seedlings 
from all over the worid. 

In a talk the writer had with Dr. Orton 
concerning the development of the Washing- 
ton asparagus and its subsequent adoption 
by growers throughout the countrv, the de- 
partment man said: “It was gradually 
learned that certain new strains which had 
been developed in Europe under rust condi- 
tions survived the attacks of rust better 
than our old strains. In 1906, the Massachu- 
setts Growers’ Association se- 
cured the co-operation of the Bureau of 
Plant Industry and the Massachusetts Agri 
cultural Experiment Station in a breeding 
project, to produce a strain better suited 
for growing in the badly infested regions of 
their State. 

“Varieties from all over the world were 
collected at Concord, Mass., and subjected 
to rust epidemic conditions. Not one plant 
was found to be completely immune to rust. 
However, selections were made in 1908 from 
the most resistant ones, and pedigreed seed 
produced in 1909. The lots of seedlings 
grown in 1910, showed one male, from a lot 
of asparagus of North American origin, wo 
be a wonderful plant in transmitting vigor 
and rust resistance to the progeny. A fe- 
male plant of the Reading Giant variety, 
procured from England, when crossed with 
this male gave the best progeny of the lot 
of all the hundreds of combinations. From

Californk. has always led in the produc- 
tion of asparagus, but her production per 
acre has always been very low, due no 
doubt, to the fact that most of her crop is 
raised for the canneries. That fact also 
explaing why the per acre value of the crop 
is aiso surprisingly low. In the SHast, 
around the large cities, many asparagus 
growers make small fortunes marketing to 
the local trade. 

There are but one of two fields of aspara- 
gus left around Los Angeles, and only one 
that is close enough to market the crop on 
the local retail market. That is located in 
the Vernon district, and is worked by a 
Chinaman, who, it is said. has cleared an 
average of $5000 a year from it for many 
years. Last year the crop from a ten-acre 
field, according to report, sold for $30,000. 
The expense was considerable, but the pro- 
fit was great. This particular field was 
planted fifteen years ago, and is now in its 
prime. Another ten-acre field, planted six 


years ago, is beginning to bear heavily. | pian 


There is, indeed, a need for more asparagus 
growers in this county. 

The buyer of land contiguous to Los An- 
geles, if it be improved, usually pays a good 
price. Naturally, he wants to plant it to 
some crop that will produce an income in 
proportion to the value of the land. With 
farm labor down to par again, the ten-acre 
man cannot miss it far, I believe, by plant: 
ing to asparagus. Rhubarb is another 
money maker. Truck crops are out of the 
question as long as we have the competition 
of the Japanese. The beginner here had 
best choose some crop which is not con- 
trolled by the Japanese Association. 

Two methods are offered the prospective 
grower of asparagus in securing the plants 
for setting. They can be purchased from a 
seedsman, or raised from the seed. How- 
ever, an unscrupulous seedsman will some- 
times sell stunted two-year-old roots, or 
mixed varieties, to the grower. It is ex- 


tremely difficult for the average person to 
distinguish the difference between good and 
bad roots.

If the grower decides to raise his own 
plants, it would not be advisable, NM my 
peta for him to plant anything but the 


face and briiliantly black color. The 
seed have a smutty, gray color, and the 
face is much roughened and wrinkled. It is 
not wise to use seed over two years old. 

Select a site where the soil is well drained, 
and make up double beds to receive the seed. 
They should be sown in rows fifteen inches 
apart, so thin that they will not stand too 
together. The plants must be 
thinned to two inches apart in the row. 
Seed should be covered with one inch of soil. 
and mulched lightly with straw or manure. 
Seed planted in May should produce plants 
ready to be set the following spring. 

In California, asparagus is planted on all 
types of soils, from the pea‘ of the Sacra- 
mento delta to a very light sundy loam. The 
best type of soil for the southern part of 
the State, especially if an early crop is de- 
sired, is a sandy Jjoam. Late in the fall the 
land should be plowed, levelled carefully 
and left for the next few months with a thin 
coat of stable manure govering it. Just be- 
fore the plants are set this shoula be 
plowed under, and the field levelled once 
again. It is imperative that a permanent 
irrigation system be provided for the aspara- 
gus bed ig a permanent institution, and 
faults in grading cannot be altered. 

The success of the planting depends up 
on the selection of plants. Dr. Orton 
recommends discarding’ least half the 
ts from one planting, and the selection 
of only the strongest ones. Male plants, 
too, are to be chosen, for they are hardier, 
and bear heavier than the female. The 
male planta can be secured bv selecting only 
those plants which have borne no seed.

ice, when it completed the $8,000,000 Rio: 
Grande irrgiation project in New Mexico. 
The Elephant Butte dam, which impounds 
the flood waters of the Rio Grande, creates 
one of the largest artificial lakes in the 
world, backing up the river for over forty 
miles, storing water sufficient to irrigate 
the lands under the project for practically 
four years even-though no snow or rain 
should fall in the mountains or water sheds. 
The river which is the source of the water 
supply for the project rises in the moun- 
tains of Southern Colorado and Northern 


complete. Payment has not yet commenced 
on constraction costs, but may in 
gin next year, commencing at the 
per cemt a year for four years, 4 
for two years and 6 per cent 
years, a total of twenty years to 
pay, without iaterest. The annual cost of 
water is based on the amount used, as de 
termined by actual measurement at the 
time the water is delivered to the farmer. 
The average cost for the whole project for 
1919, which was an average year, incind- 
ing drainage maintenance, was $2.42 per 
acre.

the Elephant Butte Irrigation District, 
which comprises the Mesilla and Rincon 
valleys in the south central part of New 
Mexico, extending practically from the. city 
of El Paso, Tex. north for eighty miles 
and averaging four or five miles wide.

the individual water users, acting singly 
or in groups of a few individuals.
